Row 2 Ch 2 (counts as first hdc here and throughout), turn, 
working in badr loops only, htfc in next 3 sts, dc in last 10 sts. 

Row 3 Ch 3, working in back loops only, dc in next 9 sts, 
hdc in last 4 sts. 

Rows 4-30 Repeat last 2 rows 13 times, then repeat 
Row 2 once more, 

Row 31 Ch 8 (for button loop}, turn, sk first 3 sts, sc in 
next 4 sts (for handle space}, ch 6 [for button loop), sk rrext 
2 sts, sc in next 2 sts, ch 6 (for buttorr loop}, sk next 2 . sts, 
sc in last st — 3 button loops, and 7 sc. Fasten off. 

note If your teapot has a farge handle, you can skip the 
first ch-8 button loop (w4iich is meant to button around the 
lower end of the handle). Instead, sc in the first 7 st$, ch 6 
(for buttort loop], sk next 2 sts, sc in next 2 sts, ch 6 (for 
button loop), sk next 2 sts, sc in last st — 2 button loops, 
and 10 sc. 

finishing 

With wrong sides of both pieces facing you, wrap ''cup'' 
around top and align edges of handle opening on cupcake 
top with two shorts sides of cupcake "cup." Keep top edg- 
ing to the inside of the piece. Pin in place. With A, sew 
the 'cup" to the top, sewing through the stitches of ^e 
row just above the top edging. Take care not to sew the 
handle opening shut Turn piece right side out With B, 
sew the buttons opposite button loops. 

Weave in all ends. ■
